RIYADH. Feb. II (.SPA)— 
The defense ministers of Sau- 
di Arabia and the United 
States ended their talks Sunday 
afternoon in Riyadh after a 
three-hour conference. 

Commenting on the talks 
Prince Sultan I bn Abdul Aziz 
said that they concentrated on 
bibieral relations, the deve- 
lopment and training of the 
armed forces. Prince Sultan 
said that a press release would 
be issued Monday about the 
topics agreed on during die 
talks. 

prince Sultan later present- 
ed the American Secretary of 
Defense Harold Brown with 
a local! ymade automatic ri- 
fle. 

Meantime Brown left Riyadh 
for (he eastern region on a 
visit to Dhahran. Brown met 
Aith Crown Prince Fahd Sat- 
urday. The meeting was atten- 
ded by Prince Sultan. Foreign 
Minister Saud al Faisal and 
American Ambassador John 
West- 

Speaking at a luncheon ban- 
quet in bis honor Brown said 
dut the U.S. is firmly com- 
mitted to the security of the 
Kingdom and more determined 
ihan ever before to provide it 
with the necessary capability 
io defend itself. He said that 
iiie UJS. will be very concern- 
ed in the event of any aggres- 
sion against the Kingdom and 
ibis has been the U.S. attitude 
since the days of President 
Truman.

later. 

Brown, the first U.S. defense 
secretary to visit the region, 
arrived in Riyadh Saturday on 
a tour which will also take 
him to Jordan. Israel and 
Egypt. 

He lokl officers and cadets 
at the King Faisal ' Academy 
that the United States would 
provide Saudi Arabia with the 
extra strength needed to meet 
an attack from the outside.

Army cancels support 


TEHRAN, Feb. II (AP) — 
Prime Minister Shahpour 
Bakhtiar resigned Sunday after 
military commanders announ- 
ced they had withdrawn their 
support for his Shah-appoin- 
ted government. Agriculture 
Minister Manoucher Kazimi

"Dr. Bakhtiar has resigned. 
1 do not know to whom he sent 
his' resignation, but his go- 
vernment no longer exists." 
Kazimi said Sunday night. 

-Radio Tehran, controlled 
by supporters of Bakhtiar’s 
main opponent. Ayatollah 
Khomeini, said it had received 
reports that Bakhtiar had 
committed suicide, but (here 
was no confirmation. 

Mehdi Bazarghan, whom 
Khomeini appointed as a sha- 
dow prime minister a week 
ago, made no immediate move 
to take over Bakhtiar’s office, 
however. 

Government sources, who 
asked not to be identified, sa d 
Bakhtiar told aides he could 
no longer continue without 
military support. The sources 
said an official announcement 
would be made on the radio 
later, 

.The 62-year-old prime mi- 
nister took office 38 days ago 
after the Shah agreed to leave 
the country on an indefinite 
holiday. 

, Bak btiar's resignation sig- 
nals a complete victory . for 
TChomeini in his struggle to 
remove the monarchy and es- 
tablish an Islamic republic in 
Tran.. 

Word of Bakhtiar's resigna- 
tion came after his office was 
attacked by armed insurgents. 

Aides sa-id Bakhtiar was not 
in the building but did not 
disclose his whereabouts. 

State radio quoted Khomeini 
as saying that "now that the 
army has agreed not to inter- 
fere in political affairs,*' the

The radio announced that 
its production headquarters in 
downtown Tehran had fallen 
into the bands of insurgents 
and its records had been des- 
troyed. 

The announcer's voice chok- 
ed with emotion as he read 
reports of the fighting- Cas- 
ualties had been mo uni ing 
steadily as insurgents engaged 
troops in dozens of locations 
throughout the capital. 

A small army of men and 
boys directed traffic around 
the areas under siege, keeping 
n anna Ely chocked Stneers free 
for ambulances and guerrilla 
reinforcements. 

The amount of coordination 
seemed to indicate the upris- 
ing had been well planned. 

Associated Press correspon- 
dent Otto DoeVing, pinned 
dewn by gunfire at Tehran’s 
Eshratabad Police Barracks, 
said gunfire ceased minutes 
after state radio broadcast the 
army statement. 

Attackers left their posi- 
tions, singing and cheering, 
and poured into the streets. 

Hie announcement touched 
off wild demonstrations in 
Tehran reminiscent of scenes 
the day the Shah left. Moto-

Martyr or murderer: Pakistan dilemma

ISLAMABAD — Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto, his sentence of 
hanging upheld last week by 
the Supreme Court of Pakis- 
tan. waits behind prison -bars 
while a highly volatile politi- 
cal climate of conflicting emo- 
tions swirls around his case. 

His admirers, said to num- 
ber in the millions, fervently 
hope that the government of 
President Zia-Uf-Haq, the 
general who ousted the Bhutto 
government *n a bloodless 
coup on July 5. 1977. will 
heed appeal* received tfctf 
week from many World lea- 
ders. including U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter, that he spare 

Bhutto’s life. 

H is widely believed that 
Bhutto could be returned to 
oftice in a free election. Be-

Pakistan envoy defends Islamic steps 


JEDDAH. Fen. II— Pakis- 
tan's ambassador to Saudi Ara- 
bia Sunday morning defended 
new Islamic element-) m Pak- 
istan's penal code and attack- 
ed Western conceptions of Is- 
lamic justice. 

Speaking at a celebration 
here ol the Holy Prophet's 
birthday. Ambassador Maj. 
Gen. Fu/al Muqeem Khan 
said that the introduction of 
the new legal measures “ful - 
tilled a desire long cherished 
by the people ol Pakistan", 

The measures, which became 
law Saturday with an an- 
nouncement by Pakistan Pre- 
sident Gen. Zia Ui'Haq at the 
former National Assembly 
chamber in Islamabad, include 
Islamic punishments and the 
introduction of Zakat. a 2.5 
per ct;m wealth tax levied on 
assets of Muslims. 

Khan told the audience at 
the Pakistan Embassy that '‘Is- 
lam lays emphasis on strict pun- 
ishments to purge society of 
social evils and crimes — be- 
cause it upholds the quality of 
life.”

LONDON, Feb. II (R) — 
Libyan leader Moammar Qad- 
dafi has urged Arab states to 
start a cultural revolution to 
wipe out foreign influence and 
restore original Arabic cul- 
ture. 

The .Libyan news agency 
JANA, in a report from Tri- 
poli. quoted Qaddafi as tdl- 
the Arab culture ministers at 
the opening of a conference 
they should find methods of 
wiping out imported Western 
culture and what he called 
“forei&i mentalities.” 

Qaddafi said foreign tastes 
and fads could not be impor- 
ted. He criticized Egypt as 
being particularly Westernised.

Helping ‘Third World’ trade 


IRAN’S IMPERATIVES 

l he drait resignation of the hapless Iranian Premier Shah- 
pour Bakhtiar after losing army support in his battle with 
Ayatollah Khomeini heralds the victory of the religious leader 
and the end of the last vestige of the Shah -appointed govern- 
ment in that country. 

Bakhtiar could not possibly have remained in power 
much Longer without massive and determined military backing. 
But the army, which had been initially in favor of Bakhtiar as 
a nominee of ‘he Shah to whom they still owed loyalty, must 
have been overwhelmed by the size of the opposition to it and 
to the government, as well as by the blind allegiance of the 
millions of Iranians to the moral authority of the Ayatollah 
and his appeal for a return to Islamic fundamentalism and 
an Islamic republic. 

There were no indications that the Ayatollah would have 
succumbed to Bakhtiar or the army. He was not that kind 
of man, not after campaigning for 15 years against the Shah. 
If the Shah could be forced to go on leave which may last 
for good, why couldn't a lesser mortal like Bakhtiar, only a 
nominee and caretaker. 

Anxious to save further carnage with no hope o£ victory 
the army opted to withdraw support from Bakhtiar which 
entailed his downfall, and mend fences with the new wave 
represented by the Ayatollah who will most probably be Iran's 
uncrowned leader for sometime to come. 

So far the Iranian crisis remains a purely internal matter, 
however bloody and agonizing it may be for the people and 
for Muslim peoples elsewhere who view the tragedy with pro- 
found concern and grief. 

This was expressed yesterday by the prestigious World 
Supreme Council of Mosques of Mecca appealing to the 
Iranian people to halt the civil war and exercise self-res- 
traint in the spirit of Islamic brotherhood and understanding. 

It is imperative now that further bloodshed and destruc- 
tion be halted forthwith. The country has already had en- 
ough in the last nine months and, unless something abnormal 
happens it looks as if the Ayatollah will soon have full control 
of the situation — especially since the army had announced 
that it would not meddle in politics on anybody’s behalf. 

The' Ayatollah has long teen battling the Shah's des- 
potism and his denial of public liberties. Now it is up to him 
«o pave the way to a more representative regime that would 
herald the restoration of political rights and freedoms. 


AMERICAN ARMS 

U.S. Defense Secretary Harold Brown was reported to 
have said his government would favorably review arms re- 
quests from the Yemen Arab Republic and the Democratic 
Kcpublic of Somalia. The reports went as far as saym& that 
North Yemen would receive $200 million to $300 million worth- 
of arms. 

If they are true, the reports would greatly boost the morale 
of two embattled states flanking the Red Sea. But there 
remains the prospect of some wrangling in Congress over the 
question, since (both are Arab League states. 

Both countries face grave threats from their Marxist and 
Soviet-backed neighbors, South Yemen and Ethiopia. The 
former is extremely weH- armed and scarcely conceals its hos- 
tility to the Islamic state of Yemen, which is on very good 
terms with Saudi Arabia and the Arab states of the Gulf. 1* 
has long forsaken Soviet weaponry for fear of being enmeshed 
in the Soviet sphere of influence, as was the fate of South 
Yemen. Adequate weapons from the United States would go 
a long way to allying Yemeni fears of an unequal conflict with 
South Yemen in the event of a confrontation or a prolonged 
campaign of subversion. 

Somalia, meanwhile, has seen its armies decimated by the 
Soviet and Cuban-backed Ethiopian forces during tile Ogadeo 
offensive and, according to one Somali source. “noL a screw 
has been replaced by the West since then-" 

Adding insult to injury, the U.S. government at one time 
had promised to supply the Somalis with defensive weapons 
provided they gave up any expansionist ambitions, but reneged 
on the promise, leaving the Somalis to wonder whether they 
had made a mistake by alienating the Soviet Union so com- 
pletely. Indeed, they were so incensed that Somalia’s rul rag 
party in Mogadishu is reported to have resolved to patch up 
its quarrel with Moscow in hopes of keepisg the Soviets at 

bay. 

Saudi Arabia and tiie Gulf states are providing economic 
assistance to the two countries. But it is Western technology 
and economic aid they need most — and American arms to 
guarantee the peace they need to develop. 


Turkish forebodings

ANKARA — 

An overriding sense of trou- 
ble — a fioihoding Chat Tur- 
key may be heading Into in- 
flunnountette difficulties — is 
gripping tins strategically lo- 
cated country that borders on 
the Soviet Union and anchors 
the southern flank of NATO- 

It is an a t mosphere fed by 
an unemp loyment rate of _ 20 
per cedi, an annual inflation 
rate now running at 60 per- 
cent, a surge of politically lin- 
ked vied once that has daim- 
ed about 1,000 lives in the 
■past vear, industrial output that 
has dropped to 50 peroant of 
capacity, and an economy that 
is virtually bankrupt from 
foreign debts and unable to 
find new financing. 

The events in neighfeori ng 
Iran have added to the general 
sense here that a period of 
political turmoil is brewing 
for Turkey. 

The troubles in Turkey — 
a country of about 42 mallion 
— are causing rising concern 
within NATO, especially in 
West Germany, which has 
sought to focus affiance at- 
tention on the situation. In the 
United States, the specter 
looms of another ally in trou- 
ble. In addition, Ube loss of 
vaioaHe U-S. deotronic liste- 
ning posts in Iran used to mo- 
nger Soviet missile testing has 
j-r^Ht-ncd interert in the fu - 
twe of simfliar stations near 
»9i ^ Soviet border here- 
Many Tunk'sh political, bu- 
siness and iutefieotaal leaders 
retain a degree of optimism 
about the long-term future of 
Turkey. Yet there is a broo- 
ding fear, according to Prof. 
Aydrn Yaldn, a liberal for- 


mer member of parliament, 
besed on a combination of bad 
luck, fores gn lack of under- 
sanding and sympathy and 
widespread unrest. 

The lights in major cities go 
out for two hours every day 
due to an energy shortage that 
reflects lack of foreign cur- 
rency to pay for oil imports 
and failure to complete many 
power stations started in the 
early 1970s. 

Six trains have crashed in 
recent weeks, billing 47 peo- 
ple. The crashes, although un- 
related to the other difficul- 
ties, have contributed to feel- 
ing of many Turks that some- 
thing is wrong. 

After an outbreak of sec-

tion, a pact at one time aim- 
ed at maintaining stability in 
the important region. 

UdEke Iran, Turkey has 
been a part' amentary democ- 
racy for some 30 yeans. There 
are outlets bore through poli- 
tical parties for all points of 
view. There is an elected go- 
vernment and not an autho- 
ritarian figure such as the 
Shah of Iran to rebel against- 
The significance here of 


Tran’s upheaval is that it is 
perceived as adding to the 
idea, as an Ankara woman put 
it. “that this is a time of tur- 
moil and its aU around us-” 

It h as added to the Turkish 
hardeners' fear that eventually 
the Oommunists wiH under- 
mine the re&gious revolt in 
Iran and take over there, put- 
ting more pressure on Turkey. 

Ironically, several Western 
diplomats here observe, the 
turmoil in Iran may wind up 
saving Turkey because there is 
now an intensive Western fo- 
cus on events here and an 
a warn ess of how fast countries 
once regarded as stable allies 
can go under. 

Although Turkey — whose 
450,000 -ixbiq ground army is 
NATO’s largest in Europe — 
las always been a trusted 
member of NATO, it is by far 
the poorest within a well-to-do 
affiance. 

In a sense, NATO’s con- 
cerns are chickens coming 
home to roost. Turkey has 
always been treated within the 
Affiance in strategic and mili- 
tary terms, with Iktie attention 
paid to economic needs. The 
notion that it pays to support 
democracies, especially poor 
ones, somehow was soft-pedal - 
ed. 

What is needed, sources here 
say, is mainly a Western inter- 
national effort to baS Turkey 
out — with insistence on rer 
. forms to restore bank confi- 
dence and eventually help Tur- 
key support itself. The tab for 
the next year alone could run 
to $1-5 biMion, representing the 
difference between Turkeys 
earnings abroad and the xmm~ 
mum amount needed to keep 
industry running. — (WP)

Three years ago the 1 United 
States opened rts doors to duty- 
free imports of a vast variety 
. of goods from Third World 
countries, running the gamut 
from ale to zinc. 

Now it appears that the help- 
ing hand extends to the maker 
of two multimillion 'dollar oil 
drifting and production plat- 
forms that are under construc- 
tion in Malaysia. 

And the struggling entrepre- 
neur turns out to be Brown 
and Root Inc.. a Houston- 
based tfant of the American 
construction industry. 

The result has been cries of 
protest from Congress, the do- 
mestic steel industry and labor 
unions, along with an official 
petition for exclusion of the 
friatfortns from the list of 2.700 
Third World items eligible for 
dutyfree treatment. 

At a hearing on the petition 
lasl month before the US. 
trade policy staff committee. 
Brown and Root defended its 
use of a wholly-owned subsi- 
diary in Malaysia to build the 
platforms for export — pre- 
sumably dutyfree — to the 
Santa Barbara channel off 
California. 

“In fact" said John Christian 
Archer, director of federal re- 
lations for Brown and Root, 
“the Malaysian fabrication 

yard is precisely the kind 

of economic development Con- 
gress sought to encourage" in 
giving trade preferences to 
many commodities from under 
developed countries. 

Taking issue with Brown and 
Root's claim was Rep. George 
Miller. Democrat of California, 
who joined with 67 other con- 
gressmen in urging exclusion 
of offshore oil platforms from 
the so-called Generalized Sys- 
tem of Preferences (GSP) for 


excluding Third World imports 
from duties. 

“I strongly doubt lhai you 
would find many members of 
Congress who interpreted the 
GSP as such an incentive for 
runaway U.S. corpora lions” 
that set up production facili- 
ties in selected countries “for 
the purpose of picking up not 
only the lower wage and for 
eign rax benefits, but the duty- 
free benefits as well.” said 
M-ifter. “But that is unfortu- 
nately the way it is being ab- 
used.” he added. 

The GSP was included in 
the 1974 Trade Act to assist 
the economic development of 
poor countries and has grown 
into a list of about 2,700 trade 
items from 127 countries fof 
which the United States wit! 
waive import duties. Collective- 
ly. this duty-free trade amoun- 
ted to $4.2 biMion for the first 
10 months of I97S, SI biHion 
more than the total for 1977, 
according to government sta- 
tistics. 

The duty-free items include 
a virtual trade bazaar, ranging 
from shark oil. coconuts, ping- 
pep g balls, clothespins and 
lace handkerchiefs to television 
sets, steam -ngines, railway 
cans — and now offshore oil 
platforms. 

Until the mid-1970s, oil plr* 
forms were not a trade issue 
because all that were purchas- 
ed for use in U.S. waters were 
made domestically. But oppo- 
sition emerged when foreign 
yards (one in Japan and the 
Brown and Root subsidiary in 
Malaysia) won bids for three 
of four platforms bought for 
use in the Santa Barbara chan- 
nel and U.S. customs ruled 
that the Malaysian-made plat- 
forms would qualify for a duty 
exemption if they met GSP 
requirements. 

The duty, if paid, would be 


9-1 per cent — meaning a 

saving of that amount for 

Brown and Root if ft qualifies 
for the exemption. 

The Ironworkers Internatio- 
nal Union, which initiated the 

petition to require that d 

be paid on all platforms, stum- 
bled almost accidentally across 
Brown and Root’s involvement 
in the Malaysian project. At 
first the union assumed it was 
a Japanese endeavor and war. 
prepared to fight it on those 
grounds, according to William 
Lawbaugh, trade specialist for 
the union. Only later. Law- 
baugh said, did he read a 
trade journal article identifying 
the company as a Brown and 
R«-rt subsidiary. 

But the union still contends 
that the steel is largely fabri- 
cated in Japan and run through 
the Malaysian plant largely to 
qualify for the duty exemption 
— a charge that Brown and 
Roo’’s Archer denied. 

Archer told the government's 
trade panel that the steel arriv- 
ed as “raw material” and was 
processed bv a work force that 
consisted of 10 Americans, 
three British, one Australian 
and 621 Malaysians. ‘There is 
no economic incentive to serve 
merely as an assembly yard 
for prefabricated steel produc- 
tion." he said. 

Archer also noted that tne 
con., my. one of the wnrids 
leading inducers of oil pte; 
forms, plans fabrication plan J 
on both coasts of the United 
States, saying they will provide 
* “thousands of American tow. 

Miller contended that, unless 
domestic facilities are preced- 
ed from duty-free competition 
from abroad, the West Coast 
alone stands to lose "in excess 
of one-third of a. button do. 
Jars” in wages antiripaieo over 
the new five years.— (WP) 


Surprised by Iran

WASHINGTON — 
Central Intelligence . 
Agency director Stansfidd 
Turner has said that Iran is 
experiencing a truly national 
revolution that has caught the 
United States and nearly 
everyone else by surprise. 

Turner said the CIA had 
been aware of widespread dis- 
sideoce in Iran, stemming 
from religious, cultural, poli- 
tical and economic sources. 

“It was like a series of vol- 
canoes bubbling up. But it cer- 
tainly appeared that no one of 
them would bubble up so 
much than the- (Iranian) go- 
vernment couldn't control it,” 
he said last week on the ABC 
television interview program, 
“Issues and Answers." 

“What we didn’t forecast 
was that a single man, a 78- 


y ear- old cleric who had been 
in exile for 14 years, would 
be the catalyst that would 
bring these forces together, 
and that we would have one 
Huge volcano — a truly natio- 
nal revolution," Turner said. 

The 78-year-old cleric is the 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Turner said the CIA dearly 
would like to have done better 
in gauging Khomeini’s in- 
fluence and in unders tan dang 
the resurgence of the Islamic 
movement But he said the 
strength of the movement was 
a surprise to everyone, inclu- 
ding Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlavi, who flew out of Iran 
on an indefinite vacation Jan. 
6. The JBiah was the initial 
target of the revolution. 

“I would suggest that even 
Ayatollah Khomeini didn’t 
realize how well his force was 


moving atong.” Turner said. 

“It all means that the CJA 
must do a better job at looking 
at the socio-political happen- 
ings in countries,” said the 
intelligence director.” It’s not 
easy . . . We’re not No. 2 (in 
intelligence gathering), but 
we’re going to try harder” 

Turner did not say who is 
No. 1 in the international 
intelligence battles. But he im- 
plied that, at least m the case 
of Iran, it's not the Soviet 
Union. 

“Particularly because they 
are a police state, they felt 
that the bubbles of discontent 
would be kept under control, 
he said of the Soviets; “R 
wasn't* until it became dear 
that the Shah’s days . we** 
numbered that they came out 
as stridently as they <8®; 
against the Shah’s govern- . 
men*,” he said. — (WP)

The count down to a civil 
war in Iran has already begun 
and it may lead to a grave 
struggle in which various mili- 
tary units arc involved on 
either side.

U.S. State Department reports 

Taiwan ’s human rights record improving 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 1 
(AP) — Taiwan is evolving to- 
ward <i more open society, the 
U.S. State Department said 
Saturday, but tbe country is 
still under martial law and 
the authorities have the right 
to control the press, censor 
mail, make searches without 
warrants and prohibit meetings 
and strikes. 

“Human rights violations 
continue to occur,” according 
to the report to the Congress, 
“but their frequency has di- 
minished as Taiwan has shown 
increasing sensitivity to human 
,rig?its concerns in recent 
years.” 

No reports of torture were 
received in 1978. 

The State Department report 

covers 115 countries that 
get aid or arras from the Uni- 
ted States, so there is no ac- 
count of the situation in main- 
land China. But its 706 pages 
make much use of statements 
by Amnesty International, a 
private organization devoted to 
■human rights whioh published 
a report on the human rights 
situation on the mainland. 

Gerhard Elston, Amnesty's 
director for the United States, 
said there were few confirmed 


instances of torture in China 
but large numbers of “prison- 
ers of conscience” were under 
great phyoholagical pressure. 

There has been an increase 
in the number of executions in 
China in the past year or so, 
he added, for publishing leaf- 
lets, other “counter-revolution- 
ary offenses" and persistent re- 
fusal to confess. Confessions 
usually mitigate the sentence, 
he said.
